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DETAILED ACTION 



1. This communication is in response to Applicant's Amendment to Office Action dated 
January 24, 2008, filed July 22, 2008, and Applicant's Supplementary Amendment filed 
September 30, 2008. 

1-1. Claims 22-28 have been added. Claims 1, 3, 5-7, 12, 13, 15, 16, 19, 20, 23, 24, 26, and 
27 have been amended. Claims 21, 22, and 25 have been canceled. Claims 1-7, 9-20, 23, 24, 
and 26-28 are pending. 

1-2. Claims 1-7, 9-20, 23, 24, and 26-28 have been examined and allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
2-1. The closest prior art of record discloses: 

(1) Eaton DAA program (Eaton Corporation, "Eaton Truck Components Bulletin, TRIB- 

9701"). 

(2) A Equation to calculate the torque due to accelerating inertia seen by the driveline 
(Creger, U.S. Patent 5,848,371). 

2-2. Claims 1-7, 9-20, 23, 24, and 26-28 are allowed in view of the claim amendments filed 
on September 30, 2008. 

Specifically, all the independent claims 1, 7, and 12 have been amended to recite, "the 
driveline including a driveline component rotationally coupled to a propshaft at a non-zero 
working angle using a universal joint" in the preamble and "determining a driveline inertia" by 
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using, at least in part, "the rotational speed of the driveline component" and "the working angle 
between the driveline component and the propshaft" as described in paragraphs [0051]-[0054] of 
the specification, which has not been uncovered in a single teaching, nor would a modification of 
prior art references be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to yield these limitations in the 
context of the claim. 

Moreover, as stated in MPEP § 2131.02, "The identical invention must be shown in as 
complete detail as is contained in the ... claim." Richardson v. Suzuki Motor Co., 868 F.2d 1226, 
1236, 9 USPQ2d 1913, 1920 (Fed. Cir. 1989). The elements must be arranged as required by the 
claim, but this is not an ipsissimis verbis test, i.e., identity of terminology is not required. In re 
Bond, 910 F.2d 831, 15 USPQ2d 1566 (Fed. Cir. 1990). Accordingly, independent claims 1, 7, 
and 12 have been allowed over the prior art of record. Dependent claims are allowed as they 
depend upon allowable independent claims.
